Canada’s Information Service 


The Canadian Information Service, for- 
merly known as the Wartime Information 
Board, has come in for a good deal of un- 
friendly criticism in the house of commons, 
Opposition members alleged that this or- 
ganization, which is costing some $54,000 a 
month, is functioning as a machine for po- 
litical propaganda and could not be justif- 
ied on that basis 

The legitimacy or otherwise of this 
criticism depends entirely upon what the 
Canadian Information Service really is and 
what it is intended to accomplish 

If, as hostile members suggest, its pri- 
mary purpose is to secure the perpetuation 
in power of any political party, its activities 
undoubtedly represent an iniquitous waste of 
public money. But this is an extreme and 
uncharitable view. It is difficult to imagine 
that any government in its right senses 
would so obviously set up a machine for po- 
litical propaganda without attaching to its 
functions some useful public purposes. Such 
a machine would be more of a liability than 
an asset where practical politics are 
concerned. 

What, then, is the proper function of 
the CIS? 

If it exists to disseminate information 
about VLanada and Canadian atfairs, it 18 
duplicating to a great extent the work of the 
daily newspapers. 

If, on the other hand. it proposes to 
co-operate with the daily newspapers and to 
serve as a focal point for national informat- 
ion, it can well have a large and useful 


led ind intelligent public relations 
have become a useful part of every indust- 
rial organization. There is no reason why 
the work of governments should not be 
made intelligible to the public by the same 
means. 

But such an organization wouid have 
to be a quick and accurate link between ad- 
ministration and public opinion, If the mach- 
inery became so cumbersome that news grew 
cold within its cogs, it would be worse than 
useless, 

The Canadian Information Service can 
be a valuable institution or a mere nuisance. 
One would do best to withhold criticism until 
the government chooses to define just exact- 
ly what it is intended to do.
